Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art discloses a reluctance electric machine having a stator and a rotor, with 
a stator having a stator teeth and coil windings. In which a rotor part is arranged 
coaxially to a stator part having an air gap between. However, prior art does not 
discloses a an annular enclosure that is mounted on the stator part with two legs of the 
enclosure disposed at the sides of the stator teeth forming channels between the legs 
an the stator teeth for channeling coolant flow at least for partial sections of the coil 
windings of the stator part, in combination with a sealing layer on the stator part facing 
the air gap and extending between the legs of and annular enclosure. The sealing layer 
comprising a first layer for fulfilling the sealing function and a second layer for taking up 
the forces acting on the sealing layer, with a liquid cooling medium that flows through 
the channels.
